Iilinois Child Labor Law Model. 


New York is peculiarly fortunate.in this 
regard. I am told that the factory andlabor 
laws of Illinois, with particular reference to 
the employment of little children, are models 
for the world. They shall be considered in 
their place, but just now with the reek of 
the New York tenements still about me, it is 
natural to see what are the local laws, and 
how they are enforced. 

It is to the credit ef this great Empire state, 
which stande at the gateway of the con- 
tinent, which is made the dumping ground 
for hun@reds of thousands of aliens every 
year, that its child labor laws are humane, 
scientific, and modern to a degvee. They 
have been amended from time to time, and 
generally strengthened. They have been un- 
kindly mutilated by red tape courts and at- 
torneys general, and they afe far from be- 
ing the summit of human wisdom, but they 
are good on the ware ‘ané are worth com- 
mendation. 

As a broad general ial it should be 
understood that under the law In New York 
state no child less than 14 years of age may 
be employed in any factory, store, business 
or telegraph office, restaurant, hotel, or 
apartment house, or in the distribution of 
~~ or messages. This applies equally to 

: during school hours, after school hours, 
Keg f aca: or Sundays, or during school 
vacations; The employment of any child 
less than 14 in any public store or factory is 
iiegal, however brought about and what-

Prof. Zueblin Kindly Obliges 
by Answering Medical 
Man’s Twelve Ques- 
tions on Wealth. 


JUST A TRIFLE SARCASTIC 


Gently Intimates That His Quer- 


ist Should First Get a Repu- 
tation as a Real 
Student. 


The series of twelve questions on social 
economics which, through the columne of 
Tue TRispuNEz yesterday morning, Dr. G. 
Frank Lydston put to Prof. Charles Zueblin 
of the University of Chicago, received reply 
last night from Prof. Zueblin. 

Before proceeding to answer the\questions, 
Prof. Zueblin commented as follows: 

“Dr. Lydston has done me great honor to 
expect categorical answers to questions 
which betray the necessity of several éle- 
mentary courses in economics inorder to get 
a basis of mutual understanding, but the op- 
portunity to put into his own words his ideas 
on any subject is so unusual as to be welcome 


to a University of Chicago professor in the 


present state of the barometer. With the 
assurance to the public that they are not sup- 
posed to need kindergarten instruction, and 
to the distinguished doctor that his questions 
have finally disposed of the theory of the 
equality of man, the briefest possible answers 
are given.”’ 

The Lydston questions and the 
answers are appended herewith: 

Question 1—Is there any practical method of 
preventing the accumulation of enormous riches 
under present conditions? 

Answer—There is no practical or desirable 
method of preventing the accumulation of 
enormous riches (public, if not private), but 
it is possible to make incomes correspond 
more closely to services.

Question 2—If not, and the rich man is inevita- 
bie, has he not the same rights under the law as 
any other citizen? 

Answer—The rich man has the same rights 
under the law as any other citizen, but the 
right of the law is questioned.

Question 3—In spending bie money as he 
pleases, and when he pieases, is he not within his 
rights so long as he is within the law? 

Anewer—A man is entitied to a halo who

Question 4—Would It be better for the world at 
large for the rich to hoard their money or tospend 
it freely? 

Answer—Hoarding money or spending it is 
not the only alternative, but in spending, as 
Ruskin said, a man “ may buy disease, ruin, 
and hatred, or health, advargcement, and 
domestic love.”

VINEGAR AND PICKLES KILL. 


Young Woman Dies After Using 
* Them to Make Her Thin. 


VICTIM OF AN OLD FETICH. 


Ate a Dozen Sour Cucumbers and 
Drank a Pint of Fluid Daily. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 23.—[{Special.}—Fat 
girle who drink vinegar and eat pickles in 
the hope of reducing flesh will take warning 
from the melancholy fate of Miss Annie 
Gross, 25 years old, of St. Louis. 

There is a homespun tradition, dating back 
to the dark ages, that a strict régime of vin- 
egar and pickles wil] transform a figure of 
excessive rotundity to one of sylphiike grace. 
The tradition has been fraught with serious 
danger. 

Found Dead in Bathroom. . 

Annie Gross of St. Louls was “ stout.’ 
She was sensitive becuse of the fact, and 
some time ago began dieting to reduce flesh. 
She ate pickles, drank vinegar in inordinate 
quantities, and would eat no meat or heavy 
food. Neighbors stated they understood she 
made a practice of eating from a dozen to 
two dozen pickles a day, and that she drank 
from half a pint to a pint of vinegar every 
twenty-four hours. 

Sunday evening Miss Gross went into the 
bathroom at her home, 200 Magnolia avenue, 
to get a drink of water. Some time after- 
wards her brother found her there, dead on 
the floor. The coroner was notified, and an 
autopsy held. 


Walls of Stomach Destroyed. 

Dr. J. A. Hartmann, who performed the 
autopsy, says in his report the girl died of 
*“ hemorrhage of the stomach, with contribu- 
tory acetic poisoning.’ Death had been the 
result of pickles and vinegar. 

The physician found the inner walls of tlie 
stomach, almost completely eaten away. 


Never before had heseen the walls of a human 


stomach sothin. In thiscondition they were 
especially susceptible to rupture, and itis 
believed the rupture of the stomach was the 
cause of the girl's death. 


WOMAN FOUND IN AN ALLEY; 
DIES OF COCAINE POISONING. 


Wanders Into Rear Door of Wabash 
Avenue Garage and Expires Later at 
Hospital—No Clew to Her Identity. 


An unidentified woman, apparently 25 years 
of age and fairly well dreseed, who was 
found wandering in an alley at Seventeenth 
street and Indiana avenue last evening, died 
at the county hospital an hour after being 
taken there. The police of the Twenty-sec- 
ond street station are trying to learn her 
identity. They believe she committed sui- 
cide by taking cocaine. 

The young woman was found at the rear 
of Coey’s garage, 1731 Indiana avenue, and 
was cared for at the place until the arrival 
of the police, when she wae taken to the Chi- 
cago Emergency hospital. 

Physigians at that place refused to care 
for her, and ftfiien the run to the county hos- 
pital several mfles distant was ordered, Be- 
fore the institution wamreached the woman 
became unconscious and died shortly after 
being admitted. 

“Apparently she was not a character of 
the levee,”’ said Capt. Mahoney of the Twer- 
ty-second street station, “but nothing was 
found on her that would give a clew as to 
her identity.’’

PROVISIONAL GOVERNMENT AS SOP 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 24, 3 a m—An 
ominous calm, broken only by disconnected 
collisions between troops and citizens, per- 
vades the capital. 

In the calm signs of the gathering storm 
are multiplying. Only a spark is needed to 
set the city ablaze, 

Despite the deep unrest the day passed 

without a serious outbreak, although in the 
outskirts one minor riot followed another. 
All these, however, were quelled effectually 
by the troops, who. are everywhere. 
' Bo tense was the situation all day that 
night found the theaters and other places 
of amusement almost deserted, the public 
fearing conflicts between crowds and the 
military and police 


City Alive with Rumors. 

With the strictest censorship placed on the 
press, the city was alive with rumors. One 
of these was that the czar and imperial fam- 
ily were preparing to flee to the large villa 
at Hvildoere, near Klomefiboerg, Denmark, 
which the dowager czarina recently pur- 
chased.

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APPEAL TO RUSSIANS 
TO DEFY THE CZAR. 


T. PETERSBURG, July 23.—The 
following is the text of the parlia- 
mentary manifesto adopted at the 
meeting held at Viborg: 

“To the People from Their Popular 
Representatives—Citizens of All Rus- 
sia: 

“Parliament has been dissolved’ by 
ukase of July 21. You elected us as your 
representatives and instructed us to fight 
for our country and freedom. In execu- 
tion of your instructions and our duty, 
we drew up laws in order to insure free- 
dom to the people. 

“We demanded the removal of irre- 
sponsible’ minister who were infringing 
the laws with impunity and oppressing 
freedom. 

“ First of all, however, we wanted to 
bring out a law respecting the distribu- 
tion of land to working peasants and in- 
volving the assignment, to this end,gof 


crown appanages, monasteries and lands [| 


belonging to the clergy, and compulsory 
expropriation of private estates. The 
government held such a law to be in- 
admissible, and upon parliament once 
more urgently putting forward its reso- 


lution regarding compulsory expropria- 


tion, parliament wasidissolved. ; 

“ The government promises to convoke 
a new parliament seven months hence. 
Russia must remain without popular rep- 
resentation for seven whole months, at 
a time when the people are standing on 
the brink of ruin, and industry and cam- 
merce are ugdermined, when the whole 
country is seething-with unrest and when 


the ministry has definitely shown its in- | 


capacity to do justice to popular needs. 

“For seven months the government 
will act arbitrarily and will fight against 
the popular movement in order to obtain 
a pliable, subservient parliament. Should 
it succeed, however, in completely sup- 
pressing the popular movement the gov- 
ernment will convoke no parliament at 
all. : 
“ Citizens, stand up for your trampled 
on rights, for popular a per ten and 
for an imperial parliament. 

“ Russia must not remain a day with- 
out popular representation. You possess 
the means of acquiring it. 

“ The governnient has, without the as- 
sent ‘of the popular representatives, no 
right to collect taxes from the people 
nor to summon the people to military 
service. Therefore, you are now the 
government. 

“The dissolved parliament was justi- 
fied in giving neither money nor sol- 
diers, Should the government, however, 
contract loans in order to procure funds, 
such loans will be invalid without the 


t-consent of the popular representatives. 


“The Russian people will never. ac- 
knowledge them and will not be called 
upon to pay them. Accordingly, until a 
popular representative parliament is sum- 
moned do not give a kope¢ to the throne 
or a soldier to the army.

Answer.—No one who has read an economic 
primer ever suggested the equal distribution 
of wealth, for wealth is not measured by 
money. ‘‘ There is no wealth but life.”’

Question 10—Granting that the.rich were com- 
pelled to live the simple life, what use would they 
have for riches? 

Answer—If the rich should lead the simple 
life, they would be tempted to invest in the 
sort of industries that support good citizens.

Question 11—Having no use for riches—unless 
they were legally forced to work for wealth that 
others might prosper—what inducement would men 
of energy and brains have for undertaking the 
great enterprises which are 50 essential to the 
public weal? 

Answer—Men of energy and brains have 
always been found to work for the public 
weal in disregard of profit, as Dr. Lydston 
ought to have discovered in his own pro- 
fession.

GIVES SON ACID BY MISTAKE. 


Carl Wittenberg, 361 Ashland Ave- 
nue, Makes Fatal Error in Trying 
to Administer Cough Medicine. 


Carbolic acid, given by mistake for cough 
medicine, caused the death last evening of 
the 6 year old son of Carl Wittenberg, 361 
North Ashland avenue. 

The boy had been suffering from a slight 

cold and his mother had purchased a bottle 
of cough sirup. When bed time arrived the 
boy asked his father to get the bottle, which 
stood in the pantry. Taking the bottle his 
son pointed out, Wittenberg poured out a 
spoonful and gaye it to the boy. Scarcely 
had the liquid passed the boy's lips before 
he fell on the floor unconscious. 
An examination of the bottle showed that 
ecarbolic acid had been administered instead 
of the cough medicine.

FAVORS IRISH COTTAGE BILL. 


House of Commons, by Vote of 195 to 
19, Passes to Third Reading New 
Relief Measure. 


LONDON, July 24. 3 a. m—The house of 
commons at an early hour this morning 
passed to fts third reading the Irish laborers’ 
cottages bill by a vote of 195 to 19. The fig- 
ures were received with laughter. 

This bill authoriges a loan of $22,500,000 
to provide laborers’ cottages in Ireland. 
Money for cottages will also be available 
from various other Irish funds. 

The cost of each cottage is estimated at 
$850, so that between 25,000 ans 80,000 will 


be erected 


in the Volga region and in the famine strick- 
en central provinces. 

From Sevastopo! and Odessa, the twin hot- 
tede of disaffection in southern Russia, 
comes news of terror and the rumbling of the 
coming storm. In Odessa the Jews are in 
a panic, fearing a massacre as the first out- 
ceme of popular anger aroused by the disso- 
ution of parilament. At midnight masses 
of citizens were moving through the center 
of the city. 


Jewish Massacre Threatened. 

It is reported Cossacks have threatened to 
siaughter all the Jews residing on a street 
where a drunken soldier was killed last 
night. 

The situation in Sevastopol is so critical 
that the citizens are fleeing in hundreds to the 
interior of the peninsula. The entire fleet and 
the garrison forces are reported to be on the 
brink of casting in their lot with the people. 

From Warsaw disaffection among the 
troops is reported. The socialists have is- 
sued inflammatory proclamations, yrging re- 
fusal. to pay taxes or furnish recruits, and 
calling for a revolution. 

Serious rioting in which forty poitieal 
prisoners escaped from prison followed news 
of the dissolution of parliament at Kharkoff. 
Twenty persons were killed in the fighting. 


Extraordinary Scenes in City. 

While business in St. Petersburg is still go- 
ing on as usual and the people as a whole are 
wonderfully tranquil, the city presents an 
extraordinary aspect. A correspondent who 
covered a great area of the capital in the 
early hours of the day encountered rein- 
forced patrols at every block, saw excited 
groups on corners, and met half @ dozen 
squads of gendarmes, with drawn swords, 
escorting little bands of arrested persons to

Last night the prefect of police placed po- 
lice officers in all the newspaper offices to 
see that they did not transgress the limits of 
the law, under threat of confiscation of their 
issues.

Ignorance as Cloak for Crime. 

“A liberal-minded nobleman had his prop- 
erty pillaged last year. Damage to the ex- 
tent of over $20,000 was done. He was asked 
to call in the Cossacks, but, being a liberal, he 
refused.

Consequently, when the people's 
passions are aroused, they vent them, not in 
tame ways, but by deeds for which even the 
French revolution has not always a 
recorded parallel. And thereein Mes one 
of the greatest and most awful forms 
of the subversive movement now 
in progress. No one who,read of the 
infamous atrocities which were not mere- 
ly committed but gloried in by the populace 
of Tomsk by the men who roasted people 
alive and reveled in the spectacle of their 
writhing, wriggling fellow creatures can 
think of the impending revolution without 
feelings of horror. No one who remembers 
the effects of the bombs at Sevastopol a few 
weeks ago, when an abortive attempt was 
made to blow up the commander of the 
fortress, can suppose that the Russian up- 
heaval will be anything like so mild as the 
French revolution.

Williams Wants Permanent Tribunal. 
John Sharp Williams, a member of the 
American delegation, which is headed by 
Congressman Richard Bartholdt, tomorrow 
willintroduce a resolution beginning: 

If all our labor in behalf of peace and arbitra- 
tion shall not end in naught or more talk it is 
needful to give The Hague tribunal dignity, stabil- 
ity, and permanence. It is therefore proposed the 
salary of members of that tribunal be $15,000 a 
year, to be paid by their own governments. 

The resolution forbids members from hold- 
ing office, receiving emolument, or acting as 
legal advisers for any nation in controversies 
submitted to arbitration. Nations with a 
population of less than 10,000,000 shall con- 
tribute yearly $1,000; of over 10,000,000 and 
less than 20,000,000 population, $2,000; of over 
20,000,000 population, $5,000 yearly to defray 
the salaries of treasurer, clerks, and other 
officials of the tribunal. It is proposed the 
tribunal systematize and codify for the ac- 
ceptance of the signatory powers the princi 
ples recognized as just in internation! law. 


Czar’s Act a Blunder—Bryan. 

Before he left the conferemce Mr. Bryan 
was asked for an expression of opinion on 
the dissolution of the douma. He said he 
Was sorry to see it dissolved and believed 
Premier Campbell-Bannerman had happily 
expressed the situation when he paraphrased 
an old saying as “ The douma is dead; long 
live’ the douma,’’ meaning that whatever 
may happen to the personnel of the douma, 
as an institution it still lives. 

Mr. Bryan added: ‘‘I am satisfied there 
will be no backward steps, whatever the 
czar may attempt to do. The recognition 
of the right of the people to self-government 
cannot be undone. I believe the czar made 
a great mistake In ordering dissolution, 
From my observation, members of the douma 
are men with purposes and possessing ample 
qualification to deal with the necessities of 
their country.

400 POLITICAL ARRESTS. 


Officers Engage in Fusillade with 
Mutinous Artillerymen _ 
Near Warsaw. 


ODESSA, July 24, 3 a. m.—Panic prevails 
here among the Jews, who fear a massacre. 
At midnight the inhabitants were moving in 
masses through the center of the town, where 
the hotels were overcrowded. Cossacks have 
declared that they will_siagughter all the 
Jews in Prokhorovskaya t, where one of 
their drunken comrades was \killed. 

The situation bears all theigns of a tense 
lull before a storm. The public is nervously 
apprehensive and the attitudéef the garrison 
and reserves is uncertain. Anarchist ex- 
cesses are feared. 

Four hundred political arrests have been 
made within twenty-four hours. The streets 
are not patrolled, the Cossacks are confined 
to barracks, and martial law Is being rigor- 
ously enforced. 

Gov. Gen. Kaulbars, addressing a deputa- 
tion of Jews, said: 

“‘T vouch for my soldiers, but I am unable 
to say what the Cossacks or Christian civil- 
fans might do.”’ 

Gen. Kaulbars warned the Jews if the life 
of even one more Cossack was attempted 
the street# likely would run knee deep in 
blood. The deputation remarked with alarm 
that the official inquiry had shown the Jews 
were not implicated in the murder of Cos- 
sacks. Po this Gen. Kaulbars is alleged to 
have answered: 

“That does not matter. You Jews are the 
real authors of all terrorist acts because you 
instigate them.”’ 

Later Gen. Kaulbars promised to defend 
the Jews on condition they immediately or- 
ganizé a patriotic procession to show their 
loyalty. Nothing more has been heard of 
this thus far. 

Cossacks this morning looted three Jewish 
shops. 

Open Fire on Mutineers. 

WARSAW, July 23.—A band of mutinous 
artillery men from the fortress at Brest- 
Litovsk [180 miles south of Grodno] today 
fired on the Officers’ club, where there were 
many officers gathered. The officers ex- 
changed shots with the mutineers and two 
of the former were killed. The mutineers 
finally were surrounded by infantry men 
and arrested. 

A feeling of depression prevails in Warsaw 
in consequence of the news from St. Peters- 
burg. The socialists have issued prociama- 
tions advocating refusal to pay taxes, the 
withholding of recruits, and revolution.

mattresses. He found that one gramme of 
flock yielded 7,590,000 colonies of bacteria 
as against 6,400,000 In sewage.

839 to 782, and Matzoff 1.108 to 1,002. 

The entire@market showed a sympathetic 
reaction, French rentes losing 27 points. 
Shares of the large credit establishments 
dealing in Russians also fell heavily. 

The general market recovered towards the 
close, but Russians continued to fall. The 
situation did not amount to a panic, but the 
market was seriously deranged and cone(d- 


erable apprehension prevailed. 


Russians Scramble to Unload. 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 23.—There was 
an extremely exciting session of the bourse 
today, caused by a general scramble te real- 
ize. Prices continued to fall until the end, 
and with everything closing at the lowest 
quotations of the day. All issues suffered. 
Industrials and bank shares fell as much 
as 25 to 30 points, 

Governments opened off widely from Sat- 
urday’s close, from half a point to a point 
and a half. Imperial 4s closed 1% down, at 
69, the lowest point in their history. Fives 
closed at 82, against 88% on Saturday. 

The opinion on the bourse was divided as 
to whether a gigantic upheaval will occur. 


Germans Get from Under. 

BERLIN, July 23.—Opinions concerning the 
internal affairs of other countries are formed 
slowly here. Consequently, the recent evente 
in St. Petersburg have not: yet been analyzed. 

Nevertheless, the financial houses took im- 
mediate alarm, and Russian funds and stocks 
were sold heavily on the boerse today. 
Russian imperial 4s lost four points and 
Russian bank securities 5% points. 

The official view is that M. Stolypin, the 
new Russian premier, is a studious man and 
a hard worker, and that he is likely to be 
an efficient administrator. waether he is 
strong enough to deal with the problems of 
the situation, or whether he will be supported 
effectively by the court, are unanswered 
questions. 

London Depressed by Russia. 

LONDON, July 23.—On the stock exchange 
today a nervous tone prevailed and prices 
were heavy on the Russian situation.

and rivers. Two boys were drowned while 
swimming. One lost his jife in the effort to 
get a water lily 150 feet from shore. 


A man 
fell from a bridge where he was fishing. The 
fitth victim died from injuries suffered by 
striking a timber while diving. The sixth 
fell into the river while running to catch a 
ball in a baseball game. 


The Dead. 

1 McHenry street, Chicago, 

9 years old, fell into river at Blanche and Bast- 

wood streets while attempting to catch e ball in 

a baseball game. His body was recovered. 

West Hammond, If., 80 
years old, fell from bridge into Calumet river. 

HEPPEL, CHARLES, Ross Station, Ind., seized 
with cramps while swimming in Calumet river 
at Black Oak, Ind. 

HILLSTROM, EMIL, 1268 Adiison avenue. Chi- 
cago, 11 years old, caught in undertow while 
swimming in lake at foot of Gordon terrace. 

JOHNSON, THOMAS, Chicago, aged 18, fell into 
Taylor lake, Lake county, 
with camping party. 

LINDSTROM, CHARLES, 1821 East Belmont ave- 
nue, Chicago, 24 years old, died at Alexian 
Brothers’ hospital from injury received Bunday 
while diving off Barry avenue plier. 


Almost Double Drowning. 

When Emil Hillstrom was drowned at the 
foot of Gordon terrace, his brother Joseph, 
15 years old, barely escaped a like fate 
The older boy was rescued after he had tried 
to save his brother. Both were being swept 
from shore in the undertow, when Charles 
Sisson, an attendant at the Marine hospital, 
entered the water. Joseph was rescued, but 
his brother disappeared under the water. 
Later his body was found and taken home. 

The boys had left home early in the after- 
noon for a swim. ° Both had enjoyed them- 
selves in the water for a time when the 
younger boy called for aid’ A moment later 
both were being carried out by the under- 


tow. 
Lured to Death by Lily. 

It was while reaching out for a lily in 
Taylor lake that Thomas Johnson, who was 
camping there with a party of Chicago lads, 
met death. Efforts to recover his body had 
failed up to a late hour in the evening. He 
went out in a boat alone and got out of it 
to pick the Lily. The wind drove the boat 
away from him, and, as he Was not a strong 
swimmer, he could not reach it, and sank in 
thirty-five feet of water. He was the only 
son of a widowed mother. 


Baseball Cause of Drowning. 

It was love for the game of baseball that 
cost the life of Julius Arendt, who fell into 
the river while attempting to catch a ball. 
He was playing basebal] and when the ball 
was batted toward the river he ran to catch 
it. Ags he neared the wharf his companions 
shouted to him of his danger. The shouts 
were unheeded by Arendt, who, filled with 
enthusiasm, ran toward the ball and caught 
it aw he stepped over the edge. With the 
bapeball clutched in his right hand he fel! 
into the river and sank. 


Calumet Claims Two Lives. 

The Calumet river on each side of Ham- 
mond claimed a life, making the number of 
@rownings in the stream this season seven. 
While fishing from a bridge near the Burn- 
ham road between Hammond and Hege- 
wisch for hours with no success, Otto Boett- 
ger saw that he had a strike. In @ fit of 
excitement he jiost his balance and fell of 
the bridge A young man named Arthur 
Webber of West Hammond, saw Boettger 
fall into the water, but Was unable to swim 

for nelp. Assistance arrived too 
t body was found half an hour 
later. Boettgeer was unmarried, 

Aj Black Oak, 4 summer resort east of 
Hammond, the three Heppol boys of Ross 
station, were spending the day fishing. They 
had been warned by their father not to go 
into the water, but Charles, the oldest, be- 
came tired of fishing and went in swim- 
ming. He was seized with cramps and died 
before the eyes of his brothers, who could 
give him no aid. Fishermen recovered the 
body. 

Rescue by Harlem Policeman. 

Andrew Nelson, 11 years old, was saved 
from drowning by the timely arrival of Crig 
Zimmerman, Ueutenant of police of Harlem. 
Nelson and several other boys were taking a 
swim in the Desplaines river near Concordia 
cemetery. Nelson venturing out farther than 
the others sank and his companions called 
for help. Zimmerman, who was passing, 
rushed into the water and rescued the boy, |

The May bulletin recorded the examina 
of 889 samples of foods, drugs, and other 
products, Of these 500 were pure and 380 
impure. - Im some cases the fault lay in the 
fact that they were not properly labeled In }., 
failing to do thie*the manufacturer and the 
dealer violated the law. Such cases were 
rare, though. 

A great majority of condemned articles are 
placed under the ban because actually impure

Fruits put up in glass showed aduiteration 
amounting to 80 per cent. 


Preservatives and 
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colorings are almost universal in goods pre- 
served in glass. 

Of ninety-one samples of milk analysed 
sixty-five were pure and twenty-six, or 28.5 
per cent, adulterated. None of the milk was 
watered. The main trouble was that the 
samples fell below the standard of 3.25 per 
cent of butter fat. 

Forty-six per cent of the molasses and 
sorghum analyzed contained glucose. The 
board says that the custom of biending glu- 
cose with sirups has greatly improved the 
quality of low grades of sirups.

absurd "’ a story telegraphed from Pittsburg 
that she-was tired oi the whole Thaw family 
and was taking steps to obtain a divorce. 

The story that Mrs. Thaw isafter a divorce 
certainly does not accord with the efforts she 
is making every day in behalf of her husband. 

Roger O’Mara, a Pittsburg detective, who 
for years has done work for the Thaw fam- 
ily and is engaged at present in looking up 
evidence for Harry Thaw, arrived from Pitts- 
burg and hed a long talk with Thaw. 
He was met at the Twenty-third street 
ferry by young Mrs. Thaw. They seemed 
to be old friends. Mrs. Thaw took the de- 
tective with her in a carriage to the Tombs, 
where they had a talk with Thaw. 

From the Tombs O’Mara went with Mrs. 
Thaw to Hartridge’s office. Later Hartridge, 
O’Mara, and Mrs. Thaw drove to the Tombs 
and spent a half hour with Thaw.

EIGHT HOURS ON NAVAL WORK. 


Executive Order Extends Provisions to 
Naval Department Law Limiting 
Working Day. 


Oyster Bay, N. f.., July 23.—By order of 
the president the provisions of the eight 
hour law have been extended to the navy 
epartment. 
Z The chiefs of bureaus, the commandants of 
the marine corps, and the superintendent of 
the naval academy are directed to require 
their inspectors to report the cases in which 
laborers and mechanics upon any govern- 
ment work have been within the last two 
years required to work more than eight hours 
a day. 

In all specifications hereafter attention of 
the contractors will be called to the eight 
hour act, and they will be advised that should 
they fail to comply with it they will be re-

REPRESENTATIVES OF BLAIR & 
CO. HERE NEGOTIATING. 


Plan Is to Form a Holding Corpora- 
tion” and Exchange Securities—. 
Some Saving Could Be Effected in 


Operating Expenses, and Running 
of Trains Through Downtown Dis«- 
trict Instead of Clear Around Loop 
Would Relieve Present Congestion. 


Consolidation of the four elevated roada, in- 
Gluding one fare over all the lines, through 
routes, and relief from the loop congestion, is 
hinging upon the negotiations now being 
conducted here by Blair & Co., the New York 
bankers. 

J. B. Dennis and W. W. Miller of Blair & 
Co. arrived in Chicago yesterday, and were 
in conference throughout the day with com- 
mittees from the board of directors of the 
South Bide Elevated and the Metropolitan 
Elevated. They themse:ves are authorized 
to speak for the other two lines, which are 
controlled by Blair & Co. 

The plan under discussion embraces the 
formation of a holding company. Payment 
for the several properties is to be made in the 
securities of this company; the share issues 
will be first and second preferred and com- 
mon stock. This much has been agreed on, 
the only question left being the basis of ex- 
change of the securities. The bonds of all 
the companies will remain undisturbed, 

It ig not expected that an agreement as to 
price can be reached for several days. 


Would Stimulate Patronage. 

It is conceded that the unification of the 
lines will stimulate patronage and in so far 
increase the value of all four properties, only 
one of which, the South Side Elevated, is now 
paying dividends. Operating expenses will 
be considerably reduced, four genera! offices 
ylelding place to one. One president, two 
vice presidents, and a general manager, to- 
gether with a directorate of about fifteen, 
chosen from the present boards, will contro! 
the properties. 

The president has not been decided upon, 
it is said, but the choice is Mkeby to be dic- 
tated by the Northwestern and the Oak Park 
companies. 

From the public's point of view. there will 
be a big gain in the unification. It will mean 
that a person can ride from Wilson avenue 
to Stony Island avenue for 5 cents, to say 
nothing of the other extended rc@tes pos- 
sible. 

Relief from Loop Congestion. 

Moreover, the present congestion of the 
loop, due to all four lines In encircling it at 
every trip, will be relieved by sending trains 
part way around and then off on some other 
road. This change would double the capacity 
of the loop, it is estimated. 

It is not expected that the city council! will 
raise any objections to the consolidation. 
since the companies themselves offer the 
things the aldermen, have been vaily en- 
deavoring to secure. 


UNFINISHED BUILDING FALLS; 
AT LEAST EIGHT ARE KILLED. 


Between Thirty-five and Forty Work- 
men Carried Down in Collapse of a 
South Framingham, Mass., Structure. 


South Framingham, Mass., July 28.—At 
least eight, and perhaps twice that number, of 
masons, plumbers, and Italian laborers were 
crushed to death today in the sudden col- 
lapse of a building in process of construction 
at Concord and Kendall streets.

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SCHOOL READERS. 

The conclusion which seems forced upon 
the school board through the inability of 
individual*members to sink their personal 
preferences is to use in the schools during 
the next year a variety of readers. While 
this course of action is not the first choice 
of any one, it.does net appear that. any 
great harm ean be done. No one reader 
is so overwhelmingly better than another 
that the children who are not allowed to 


-.- «ase it -aré being deprived of their rights. 


The teacher cornts for more than the 


P<. text book in any case, and the poorest of 
' the readers which are to be used was pre- 


pared by some one who was ‘trying to get 
‘up a good book. 
Children who come from homes where 


os : books are plentiful have mauy opportuni- 
ties to become acquainted with the world 


of literature. The children who are to 
leave schoo! as soon as the law allows are. 
generally children in whose bomecs books 
It’ would be desirable to in- 


sible to high class authors whese names 
they may recall and whose works they 
the public library and 
after leaving’ school. But in the 
hands of some teachers a text book made 


_up of classic selections would not be made 


to interest the children, and they might 
carry away a lasting aversion to literature. 
It is possible to begin the work of elevat- 
ing the taste at too early an age. The 
simplest reading is bast to begin with.

A POPULAR CAMPAIGN SUBSCRIPTION. 


A new element in the congressional cam- 
paign business is to be introduced by tho 
republican national congressional commit- 
tee, which proposes to ask for a contribu- 
tion of $1 from every republican voter 
in the country. It will be the first time 
that many a member of the party ever 
received such a request, for, despite the 
attendant expenses which every campaign 
requires, the rank and file of voters have 
been both free from any demand of party 
and ignorant of the amount expended. If 
the citizen has made any outlays, even in 
a heated fight, the chances are that those 
expenditures have been for personal grat- 
ification, for a campaign hat, a badge, or 
some local rally of which he received his 
share of enjoyment and not for the good 
of the party to which his allegiance is 
The average voter finds member- 
ship in a great Ameiican political party a 
pretty inexpensive thing. 

There are necessary expenses connected 
with campaigning, and the national con- 
gressional committees of all parties have 
grown up as a necessity of administration, 
supplementing, as they do, the work of 
the regular party national committees, 
their special duty being connected with 
the successful leadership of party candi- 
dates for membership in congress. The 
legitimate expenses need no outlining. A 
vast amount of work has to be done to 
stimulate the citizen, awaken him to the 
importance of his vote, lead him to discuss 
questions with his neighbor or frfend, and 
so make him’an active force in the fight- 
ing. Withcut the outlay of a single cent 
for what might be questioned by the most 
censorious a campaign committee must 
have a goodly amount at its disposal, an 
amount large because the country is large 
and because in some parts of it there are 
those who feel the burden of party obli- 
gation as those in other parts do not. 

There is no one who imagines for a 
moment that the call of the committee will 
yield $7,620,000, the large fund available if 
every one who voted for Roosevelt in 1904 
were to contribute. Considering the iner- 
tia of the mass of voters, it is altogether 
unlikely that any considerable sum will be 
raised by a mail appeal or by oral pres- 
entation of the situation at republican 
meetings. But the appeal has its interest 
nove the less, since pqpular sentiment has 
been so strong against campaign contribu- 
tions by corporations and wealthy individ- 
uals who have axes ‘to grind. There is 
opportunity for many a citizen now to 
show his sincerity. There is a chance for 
an experiment of real value, for, after all, 
that would be an ideal condition which 
found every voter interested, every voter 
interestéd in party, and every voter inter- 
ested enough in party to recognize his per- 
sonal obligation to it in the way of a small 
contribution to its legitimatc expenses.

The setting aside of the canals by the 
railroads was no more of a change in its 
way than the replacing of horse cars by 
the cable or the retirement of the cable 
trains in favor of the trolley cars.

As the name of 
the order indicates an honorable record Is re- 
quired of its knights, who, if they do any- 
thing that is even questionable after receiv- 
ing the cross, may be eitHer suspended from 
membership of the order temporarily or ex- 
pelled from it altogether. ;

Increase In Alien Influx Menace to Nation—Congressional Leaders Un. | 
able to Get Together on Legislative Plans—Jews Protest Againge 
Educational and Financial Restrictions Suggested.

| Few persons are aware of the attention 
the president is showing in connection with 
the immigration returns. He considers that 
the tremendous number of aliens admitted 
form one of the vital questions of the day, 
and in his forthcoming annual m e he 
proposes to discuss the character of immi- 
gration and the features of legislation con- 
grees should enact in order to insure the ad- 
mission of only those aliens who will be- 
come sober, industrious American citigens. 
The two houses of congress passed imm!i- 
gration bills, differing in many essential par- 
ticulars, during-the last session, but adjourn- 
ment occurred without an agreement. When 
congre@s reconvenes the conferees of the two 
houses will reassemble and endeavor to draft 
a measure which will be acceptable to the 
two houses. The president will point out In 
his meesage the necessity of an agreement 
as early as possible in order that the evils 
now exiting may be cured without delay. 
a 


No Intent to Hasten Aftion. 

No disposition existed on the part of prom- 
inent leaders of the houseto’ hasten action on 
immigration legislation because of the feel- 
ing which has been aroused among, natural- 
ized citizens by the steps in that direction 
already taken. Of course, after the con- 
gressional elections in November, the house 
leaders will regard themselves as in a posi- 
tion to act with less consideration of the 
effect upon the naturalized vote than they 
‘were during the session just closed. 

From all classes, particularly Jews, came 
protests against the bill reported by the ma- 
jority of the house committee on naturaliza- 
tion and immigration because of its pro- 
visions increasing from $2 to $5 the tax im- 
posed upon each immigrant entering the 
country and the establishment of an addi- 
tional test. It was claimed these provisions 
would operate to keep out healthy families 
who could not pay the aggregate tax which 
would be applied, and Jews particularly de- 
clared the educational test would resuli in the 
exclusion of a desirable class’ of Russians 
and Poles of their race and interfere with 
the movement for their colonization in the 
southern states. 

The house disapproved the action of the 
committee, maintaining the tax at the pres- 
ent figure, and declined to authorize the edu- 
cational test, adopting instead an amend- 
ment offered by Representative Grosvenor of 
Ohio creating a commission to make a full 
inquiry into the subject of immigration.

Other Features of Bill. 

The remaining features of the committee's 
bil were adopted. * These add to the excluded 
classes persons who are imbectiles, feeble 
minded, or who have beenatany time insane, 
and under certain circumstances persons of 
poor physique, and consumptives, make clear 
provisions of the existing law with reference 
to contract labor; make it a misdemeanor in- 
stead’ of unlawful to import contract labor; 
impose a penalty of not exceeding two years 
for illegal landing of an allen; provide a pen- 
alty for negligent failure of vessels to pre- 
vent improper landing of aliens; impose pen- 
alties for failure on the part of transporta-

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RATE LAW ISABIG PUZZLE 


Lawyers and Traffic Officials Dispute 
Over Scheme to Comply with Stat~- 
utes and Yet Be Understood by the 
Shipping Public—President Stick~- 
ney Claims to Have Solved It—Im- 
perial Government of Germany Puts 
Tax on Travel Tickets. 


In freight circles nowadays almost noth- 
ing is talked about but the new rate law. 

‘ How are we going torfile the tariffs as the 
law requires?” is a question the officials are 
asking themselves, each other, and their 
lawyers. As yet no satisfactory answer has 
been given. 

A fortupe awalts the man who can invent 
a simplified form of tariffs, that will not 
occupy a great deal of space and can be 
ezesily amended. President A. B. Stickney 
of the Great Western says he has such a 
acheme, but officials of other roads will be 
surprised men if it really is feasibie. 

“ What is the necessity for filing a tariff, 
anyhow?" asked the executive traffic offi- 
clal of one of the largest railroade in che 
country yesterday. “ They say that it is for 
publicity, that the peopie want publicity so 
that rébates cannot be paid. Well, tell me 
how is it going to help any to have a pub- 
lished tari hung up in the station that no 
one but an expert can read? There are only 
@ few traffic officials who can read their 
tariffg; they have to depend upon the word 
of their rate clerks.” 


Doubt Stickney’s Tariff Plan. 

As for President Stickney's plan for a 
primer tariff, the other railroad men say 
they'll believe it when they see it. It was 
pointed out by several men that the tariffs is- 
sued by the Great Western have been noted 
for being complicated 

J, C. Stubbs, chairman of the tariff commit- 
tee ofthe western roads, when asked what the 
Union and Southern Pacific were going to do, 
replied: ‘‘ We're going to try and live up to 
the law, although it may take all the type in 
the state of California to publish our tariffs, 
and we may have to build an annex to every 
Station to keep them on file.”’ 

Empiloyés of the Canadian government 
railway, the Intercolonial, have just been no- 
tified of a new order, which has caused them 
to protest. The order limits all employés to 
oné pass a year. Heretofore there hag been 
practically ho limit on the number of passes 
granted clerks, while the rule regarding other 
employés has been loosely enforced. The 
new order shuts off men from getting passes 
for their wives and families. 


Germany to Tax Railway Tickets. 

Notices recently have appeared in German 
papers announcing that the imperial govern- 
ment has passed>a law taxing railroad tick- 
ets. The law will go into effect Aug. 1. The 
raies of taxation are graded from 1.2 cents 
om a ticket costing 14 cents to $1.90 on a tick- 
et costing $11.00. In the case of special rides 
Where the price is figured at special rates, 
such age excursions and party business, the 
tax is figured at 10 per cent of the fare.

Prof. Haines 
Will be assisted by Dr. Ludwig Hektoen, who 
has been summoned from Muskegon, Mich. 

At the conference a number of medical 
books found in the Knudson home were «x- 
amined. It was declared by Charles Weiser, 
Knudgon’s brother-in-law, that these books, 
especially the paragraphs dealing with rat 
poisoning, had been frequently examined. —
